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Prof. C. W. Thompson Named Assistant Dean 


IR GEORGE WILLIAMS COL- 

LEGE announces an unusual num- 
ber of Faculty changes for the current 
academic year which opened on October 
Ist. Included in these changes are the 
appointment of a new Assistant Dean 
and two new Department heads, as well 
as a full time Athletic Director, and the 
granting of leaves of absence to two 
members of the professional staff. 


Prof, C. W. Thompson, Senior Pro- 
fessor in the Humanities Division, be- 
comes Assistant Dean to succeed Dr. 
Ernest Stabler who leaves the College to 
accept an appointment at Weslyan 
University in Connecticut . 

The new head of the Department of 
Physics will be Dr. Walter R. Raudorf, 
who comes to the College staff from the 
University of British Columbia where he 
has been teaching for the past year. Dr. 
Raudorf is a graduate of the University 
of Vienna where he taught and did 
research work for some time after ob- 
taining his Ph.D. in Mathematics. 
Physics and Philosophy. He was engaged 
in physical research in Austria and 
Germany, followed by some time at the 
University of Birmingham in England 
before joining the Faculty of the Uni- 
versity of British Columbia. 

A former lecturer on the College staff 
returns as its new head of the Depart- 
ment of English, in the person of Mr. 
Neil Compton, who has been teaching 
at McGill University during the past 
two years following two years study at 
Cambridge University in England. At 


the same time, the College regrets to 
note the fact that Mrs. W. P. Francis, 
one of its own graduates who has been 
on the English staff for some years, has 
decided that the pressure of home duties 
must compel her to become a member 
of the part-time staff, rather than the 
full-time Assistant Professor, 


Mr. Magnus Flynn becomes the first 
full-time Athletic Director of the Col- 
lege, but will also have other administra- 
tive duties in connection with other 
aspects of the College’s programme. Mr. 
Flynn is a graduate of the College itself 
which he attended as a student veteran 
following his discharge from the Army. 


Associate Professor H. F. Quinn re- 
turns to the College after a year’s leave 
of absence, during which he has been 
studying Political Science at Columbia 
University, and Assistant Professor H. H. 
Potter leaves for a year’s leave of absence 
to study for his doctorate in Sociology 
at the University of Chicago. Dr. G. O. 
Rothney will be absent on leave of 
absence for a special teaching appoint- 
ment in History at Memorial University 
in St. John’s Newfoundland. 


A new appointment in Mathematics 
is that of Dr. N. E, Smith, as Assistant 
Professor. 


Mr. Jack Bordan, a graduate of Mc- 
Gill University and the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, has been ap- 
pointed sessional lecturer in physics, and 
Miss Helen Martin, M.Sc. McGill will 


be demonstrator in biology.

HE NEW S.G.W.C, building, to be erected in Drummond Street just south 
of the Metropolitan Y.M.C.A. and Central Branch building, will be four 
storeys high, and will contain every modern facility for university education, 


including many laboratories, lecture halls, classrooms and seminar rooms. 


Present college classrooms on the second and third floors of the Y.M.C.A. 
building will be turned over to Sir George Williams College High, Elementary and 
Business Schools allowing each of these schools room to expand. 


Opening on Nov. 17 and continuing until Dec. 1, a public subscription 
campaign for $3,300,000 will seek to provide funds for the erection of the new 
building and also to finance the construction of new “Y” branch buildings in 
Lachine and Ville St. Laurent, The latter will be a community building for 
Northmount Branch, serving both Ville St. Laurent and the Town of Mount Royal. 
Extensions will also be made to the present N.D.G. and Southwestern “Y” buildings. 


The amount to be sought also includes the Y.M.C.A.’s annual maintenance 
fund requirements ($200,000). 


The new S.G.W.C, building will be L-shaped, and will have a wider frontage 
on Drummond street than on Stanley street, A four storey building was decided 
upon so that maximum use could be made by evening students. Wide corridors 
and stairways will facilitate the transfer of thousands of students between classrooms. 


HE BUILDING will provide up-to-date facilities for scientific education, 
including biology, physics, chemistry and psychology laboratories. A lecture 
theatre will seat 400 and there will be four lecture halls in addition to numerous 


classrooms and seminar. rooms. 


A complete art instruction department will be provided, besides administration 
and faculty offices, athletics and student activities. Students will continue to use the 
Central Y.M.C.A.’s gymnasium and swimming pool, and other physical education 
facilities. 

Provision has been made by the architect for the upward expansion of the 
proposed building. 

More than 8,000 men and women are now enrolled annually in Sir George 
Williams College and schools. In carrying on these educational institutions, the 
Y.M.C.A. continues a tradition begun in 1873 shortly after it moved into its old 
building on Victoria Square, when evening classes in French and shorthand— 
phonography as it was then called—were held in the reading room with 50 students 
attending.

Q@IR GEORGE” is unique among 

Canadian educational institutions 
in that it offers in its evening division, 
formal education from grade school to 
university level. Unique also has been 
its spectacular growth of student enroll- 
ment in College and Schools. Since 1921, 
its students have increased from 500 to 
6,000. By actual count, 6,075 students 
are enrolled in winter session, and 1,669 
to date in summer session. 


At present, the College uses facilities 
in 5 buildings. It occupies 26,000 square 
feet of space in the Central Drummond- 
Stanley building, and 18,558 square feet 
in 4 other buildings. This total space of 
44,558 sq. ft., is less than half the space 
required to carry on its work effectively. 
Present facilities are being greatly over- 
worked, through a 14 hour day, 12 
months of each year, well beyond their 
optimum capacity, according to recom- 
mended standards. As there is no possi- 
bility of expansion, many hundreds of 
potential students are being turned away 
each year. Many classes which should be 
given to round out the college curri- 
culum, cannot be accommodated. 


With corridors, classrooms, common 
rooms and other student facilities greatly 
overcrowded, there is no doubt that Sir 
George Williams College has outgrown 
its present home.

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Letter te the Editor 


Dear Sir: 


In a note at the bottom of page 21, 
in your excellent issue of July, 1952, 
you report Premier Duplessis as saying 
that payment of federal grants to uni- 
versities this year “did not mean that 
further payments would be received by 
the universities.” I think it should be 
explained that the issue raised by Pre- 
mier Duplessis is not whether annual 
grants should be paid, but rather whether 
they should be paid by the Dominion 
or by the Province. It would benefit 
Quebec, including Sir George Williams 
College, if Quebec were to finance its 
own education, since the proportion of 
federal taxes paid from this Province is 
greater than the proportion of federal 
university money which it received back 
from Ottawa this year, Moreover, the 
B.N.A. Act clearly states that “for each 
Province the Legislature may exclusively 
make laws in relation to education.” 
This however is not possible unless the 
Dominion makes some gesture in the 
direction of respecting another clause of 
the B.N.A. Act which states that. “in 
each province the Legislature may ex- 
clusively make laws in relation to... . 
Direct Taxation within the Province in 
order to the raising of a Revenue for 
Provincial purposes.” This includes edu- 
cation. What Mr. Duplessis is really 
discussing is not the necessity for grants 
to education, which he does not question, 
but the necessity for a new and definite 
understanding with the Dominion 
government concerning taxation in order 
that the Province may be left with 
enough revenue to carry out its consti- 
tutional responsibilities.

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Stan

WO SIMULTANEOUS 

CAREERS, one in the field of 
journalism and the other in the Church, 
actually mean only one to Stanley G. 
Matthews, Daily Editorial. 


Stan, as he is popularly known to 
fellow-workers and a wide circle of 
friends, is leaving The Star early next 
month to enter the ministry. He expects 
to be ordained next spring. 


In forsaking the newspaper office for 
the pulpit and all the parish work that 
goes with it. Stan is not forsaking journa- 
lism, for he believes that writing is an 
important part of the ministry. 


Newspaper work is very close to the 
heart of the soon-to-be minister, for it 
provided him with means to obtain an 
education and also to do what he con- 
siders to have been a very important 
piece of Christian work. 


The process of education went on 
simultaneously with journalism, Born at 
Capreol, Ont., north of Sudbury, he 
got his elementary schooling in Ottawa 
and his high school in Quebec City. The 
moving around in his early days was due 
to the fact that his father is a telegraph 
“wire chief.”

during his high school days and helping 
to edit the high school newspaper and 
annual. Even in delivering papers he 
excelled, for he became provincial 
champion in a selling campaign. 


The habit of doing two or more jobs 
at the same time has stuck with him. 
In his final year at high school, he took 
a correspondence course in journalism. 
Then, a year later, when he joined The 
Gazette in 1942, he continued his studies 
in the day-time at Sir George Williams 
College and McGill University. 


He managed to squeeze in a bit in the 
C.O.T.C. and then was with the Engi- 
neers at Petawawa. He joined The Star 
in the fall of 1944 and left two years 
later after gaining his B.A. at Sir George, 
to pursue his theological studies at the 
Colgate-Rochester Divinity School, 
Rochester, N.Y., where he remained for 
18 months. Even in the U.S. he worked 
double duty—full-time on the copy desk 
of the Democrat and Chronicle, and 
even assisted in a nearby church. 


He rejoined The Star in 1948 and 
this time multiplied his activities: he 
continued his theological studies at the 
Montreal Diocesan Theological College; 
practised his preaching, and brought his 
record to more than 100 pulpit engage- 
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ments; headed a church Young Adult 
Group; wrote widely as a religious news 
correspondent; and wrote a_ regular 
column, “The Church Today,” on The 
Stars Design for Living page for four 
years, besides covering a wide range of 
daily news on the church and education 
beats. He was also last editor of the 
famous Northern Messenger, national 
weekly Christian magazine, published 
for 87 years. “I didn’t wreck the maga- 
zine,” says Stan. “The publisher went 
bankrupt.” He was also editor of the 
alumni magazine of Sir George Williams 
College. 


While completing his theological 
studies, Stan, who is married and has 
two lovely children, will serve as assis- 
tant minister in a Rochester church. He 
expects to graduate with a B.D. degree 
next spring from the Colgate-Rochester 
Divinity School and be ordained in the 
Presbyterian Church. He will return to 
Canada eventually, he expects, to carry 
on the double task of writing and 
preaching. 


“T sincerely believe,” he says, “that 
the daily newspaper can be the medium 
for an effective ministry. Through it, 
messages of uplifting value can be 
brought to the attention of hundreds of 
thousands.”

NOWLEDGE of Canada’s govern- 
ment leaders, novelists, poets, geo- 
graphy and history among 245 students 
of Sir George Williams College is fairly 
good, according to the results of a sur- 
vey made by the Students’ Opinion Club. 


Published in The Georgian, student 
weekly, the survey showed that 97 per 
cent knew that Rt. Hon. Louis St. 
Laurent was prime minister. One per 
cent thought he was minister of veterans’ 
affairs, and two per cent said they didn’t 
know. 


The questionnaire differed from other 
recent surveys in other universities, such 
as McGill, in that the students were not 
asked to recall names of statesmen, 
novelists or poets, but were given a 
choice of names and asked to indicate 
which were Canadian. 


Who is the leader of the opposition in 
the Quebec Legislature? Only 51 per 
cent knew it was George Marler. Thirty- 
five per cent thought it was Lapalme, 
and three per cent thought it was Mayor 
Houde. On this quéstion the students 
were asked to circle the name they 
thought was correct. 


Faced with noting the Canadians from 
among 735 names. 26 per cent chose 
Hugh McLennan and Gabrielle Roy cor- 
rectly. Choosing novelists, from three to 
nine per cent erred in thinking that 





Sinclair Lewis, George Elliott, Gustave 
Flaubert, Samuel Richardson, and James 
T. Farrell were Canadians. The total 
result was that 57 per cent of the choices 
were correct. 


In the question on government leaders, 
those questioned were asked to corres- 
pond names of Cabinet ministers with 
the name of the office held, with four 
to six choices in each case. The results: 
90 per cent correctly named. Abbott as 
minister of finance; 85 per cent correctly 
named Claxton as minister of defence; 
78 per cent correctly named Gardiner 
as minister of agriculture; 75 per cent 
correctly named Howe as minister of 
trade and commerce; 73 per cent cor- 
rectly named Lapointe as minister of 
veterans’ affairs; and 84 per cent cor- 
rectly named Pearson as minister of ex- 
ternal affairs.

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De Games Improve Our Thinking?

ROFESSOR FRASER, whose pro- 

fessional field of interest is philo- 
sophy, is the present Match Champion 
of Canada for the game of checkers or 
“draughts,” to use the older name. On 
occasion he can be tempted to play a 
very strong game of chess as well. 


HECKERS, like chess, may be con- 
sidered as a formal science; and 
knowledge of the abstract forms may of 
course be valued for its own sake. Often, 
however, the scientific structure of the 
game is studied with the purpose of 
using the knowledge. Checkers, that is, 
may be considered as an applied science 
or, in other words, a useful art. 
But what is the “use” of knowledge 
about checkers? 


It would be pleasant to assert, and 
on good grounds, that the study of “the 
unostentatious game of draughts” not 
only tests but vastly improves the mind; 
that it greatly develops character; and 
that it contributes much to social living 
at large. I have heard many such argu- 
ments in behalf of checkers. But I think 
that this game is inferior to bridge in 
reflecting social sensitivity, and that in- 
tellectual improvement, deriving from 
either chess or checkers, has been much 
exaggerated. 


Experimental psychology seems to 
show that such “disciplines” do not make 
good students, but that good students 
do well in these studies or in others 
that they attack. The method of 
checkers has indeed applications to other 
subjects; yet broad appreciation of logi- 
cal method comes better from a standard 
text than from one type of “logical” 
game. 
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Mathematics of the Trivial 


S checkers an “escape” from the diffi- 

culties, even the duties, of life? Other 
games, other arts, have served as drugs; 
and chess and checkers will often be 
suspect. It is true that drugs may seem 
to have value, but checkers as a drug 
is hard to praise. There are perhaps 
enough masters at chess or checkers who 
are “good for nothing else,” even if 
some of them must give all their time 
to their “precarious professions.” 


For many an expert, the homely- 
looking game of draughts has beauty, 
and he might imagine that it has such 
beauty as Bertrand Russell discerned in 
mathematics at large, a cold austere 
beauty like to that of sculpture. But is 
beauty in chess and checkers not of a 
comparatively low order? As G. H. 
Hardy says of the chess problem, 
checkers is genuine mathematics; but 
the mathematics is, in one sense, 
“trivial.” Chess and checkers have not 
influenced the general development of 
science, whereas the theories of Pytha- 
goras, Newton, and Einstein have, as 
Dr. Hardy points out, altered its whole 
direction. It could seem, then, that if 
games such as chess and checkers are 
“inferior” mathematically they are also 
“inferior” aesthetically. The problem 
here is very complicated, and I shall not 
go into the difficulties. It is my belief, 
however, that what is trivial in terms 
of truth may be far from trivial in 
terms of beauty. 


Perhaps mercifully, the master of a 
diagram of 64 squares is often uncon- 
scious of the limited logic, and of what 
may be the barren beauty, of his game. 
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Yet, if fully aware of how little there is 
amid so much, he would doubtless con- 
tinue his studies as if all apart from the 
chessboard were a waste land. What, 
then, accounts for the efforts of the 
master, efforts far more than enough to 
earn him the highest 
degrees? I think that beauty is only one 
factor, though it extends beyond the 
theory of games to games as they are 
practised.

Harmless Warfare 


EN play checkers, I believe, main- 

ly because checker-playing, like 
chess-playing, is a battle. For “the sym- 
bol-using animal,” there is joy (which I 
think comes close to beauty) in abstract 
thought itself, in argument for the sake 
of argument—though few would com- 
pare the joy here with that of winning 
an argument, especially one that makes 
great demands upon the contestants. 
We need not believe, after the fashion 
of the old psychologists, that man has a 
fighting “instinct.” But many men are 
strongly aggressive, and with excellent 
cause. 


According to W. I. Thomas and many 
others, we all have at least some desire 
for security, for response, for fame, and 
for new experience; and, if this is true, 
we not unnaturally struggle that these 
wishes may be fulfilled. It seems that 
games, along with many “serious” pur- 
suits, reflect one or more of such basic 
drives. The game, like many an art, 
appears sometimes as an end in itself 
but sometimes, and I think more often, 
as a means to joyful living. 


Perhaps more nonsense has been writ- 
ten about chess than about checkers, 
though the awe-struck attitude of some 
authorities on checkers is painful 
enough. One result of the misty and 
even mystical evaluations of the two old 
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games is an unfortunate presumption 
against others that appear less “intel- 
lectual.” It would be well to remember 
that both chess and checkers have been 
partly supported by dubious ideas as to 
their values. Men may yet largely agree 
that these studies hardly improve the 
intellect, involve much waste of time, 
and seem at their theoretical best to be 
isolated systems of formal logic. 


Leisure in Black and White 


UT something ere the end.” If the 

gulfs are not to wash us down, it 
seems likely that most people of the 
future will have more and more time on 
their hands. Yet already, for some folks, 
increased leisure has apparently issued in 
much unhappiness. Educationists, ac- 
cordingly, often ponder the conditions of 
mental health for a society having 
abundant leisure. It is not agreed that 
perfect peace would ever be desirable, 
for perfect peace seems characteristic of 
only the cemetery. But neither is it clear 
that competition involving the systematic 
slaughter of human beings is a perma- 
nent advantage of human behavior. 


Yet the competitive game of checkers 
offers joy to youth and old age; for, 
easy to learn but impossible to master, 
it helps to fulfil—without the destruction 
of war—at least some of the basic drives 
toward security, response, eminence, and 
new experience. Thinkers can see in it 
too a beguiling but a genuine logic, even 
if they might cherish, above all, its 
possibilities for civilized combat in 
leisure time. It is pleasant to reflect that 
increasing multitudes may yet echo the 
words: 


So if our minds on war are bent 
Then let us have a tournament 


and fight it out—at draughts.

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Citizenship Report 


REPORT by Henry Seywerd, B.A. 

°40, consultant on immigration in- 
tegration of the Canadian Citizenship 
Council, indicates both ignorance and 
misconceptions about Canada in other 
countries are rife, according to an edi- 
torial in The Gazette, Montreal, on 
March 15, 1952. 


The editorial notes that the report 
shows that these misconceptions are 
chiefly the product of neglect and lack 
of adequate information from Canadian 
sources. The Gazette comments further 
on Mr. Seywerd’s observations during 
nine months in Europe last year: 


“In behalf of the Council, Mr. Sey- 
werd set up and operated an orientation, 
information and counselling service for 
displaced persons waiting to migrate to 
Canada. The project was undertaken at 
the request of the Canadian Department 
of Citizenship and Immigration and the 
International Refugee Organization. Be- 
cause of extended delays in shipment to 
him of information material from Ca- 
nada, Mr. Seywerd made an exhaustive 
canvass of material available from a 
number of sources in Europe, including 
agencies of the Canadian, U.K. and US. 
governments, I.R.O. offices and German 
bookstores. 


“From what he was able to gather, 
Mr. Seywerd sadly concluded, ‘it would 
be difficult even for the most intelligent 
European to form any even reasonable 
impression of a country he had never 
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seen.’ Without other resources, which he 
developed mainly himself, it would have 
been impossible ‘to give our prospective 
immigrants an honest, realistic picture 
of Canada and Canadian life, with some- 
thing of the challenges and color of an 
expanding continent.’ 


“The material found available in 
Europe included tourist pamphlets, of- 
ficial Government information pamph- 
lets, specialized departmental bulletins, 
and an assortment of newspapers, maga- 
zines, and reference papers, In addition 
to the generally doubtful merits of most 
of the material, Mr. Seywerd’s report 
notes that it was mainly printed only in 
English, and that it was too generalized, 
often unduly laudatory. What is needed, 
he feels, is more abundant and varied 
material, giving an exposition of Canada 
in specific terms related to the prospec- 
tive immigrant’s own background and 
way of life. 


“The report underlines an apparent 
need for better financed and well direct- 
ed efforts to provide a sustained flow of 
more adequate information that will ex- 
plain, to prospective immigrants and 
others in their own language, all aspects 
of Canada and its way of life. This is 
not only important to give an immigrant 
a clear idea of what to expect when he 
comes here, and thus help him to adjust 
general ignorance of this country and 
himself as a new citizen, but to dispel 
what it stands for.”
